K. Knapp, a steward of tl«“ Jockey Cluli. and 
one of the most active members of that body. Is one 
of many men of affairs tliroughout the east who find 
reereatii.n in horse lireeding and the racing of tlior- 
mighlireds, and anything that he has lo say aliout 
horses is al'va.rs Interesting. 

“It Is gratifying to note.’’ said Mr. Knapp a few 
days ago. “the desire of so many Americans to pur- 
chase high-elass thoroughbreds in England, and tin- 
work lias only begun, as several agents of American 
turfmen and lireeders will lx* at the ringside in 
France next mouth when Edmond Blanc will offer 
what is’ probably tUe ebolci*si collection of broixl- 
mares in tbe world. The fact that they will liave 
to remain in France iiiitil the close (>f the war indi- 
cates how keen the <*om|)etltion Is for the possession 
of tbe lilcMxl wbicli has kept M. Blanc at or near the 
to|i of the wiiiniug owners’ list for a long iierhsl. 

“The English sales have had American iiatron- 
age,’’ (8>ntiniied Mr. Knapp, “whenever anything of 
merit was offer»*d, but British turfmen are iiaturail.v 
clinging to their best in tbe ho|ie tliat an early 
)x*ace will ix-rmlt them to take up tlie pleasures 
and recreations to wliich they have king ls*eii ac- 
customed. of which racing is the chief. 1 have ls*en 
greatly Interested in the statement that England, 
although she has no government breeding iMiIie.v 
such as France, Germany and other continental 
countries, obtaim-d 170.4KS) head of eavalr.y luirses 
tliat were orlginall.v Intended for tlie hunting field, 
most of them carrying from 54) to 75 iier cent, of 
thorougiibred Mood, and tliat 20,600 oBicers’ mounts, 
many of them thoroughbreds, were offered liy men 
and women who follow the Iioiiuds. This is jircsif 
of tlie extent and iuiixirtauee of racing in Eiighiiid. 
and the necessity for encouraging a sport which fiir- 
iiished such a valuable aid to a nation that was s<i 
unpri'pared as i;r(*at Britain was wlien tierniaii.y 
Invaded Belgium. Had there tH*en no racing iii 
England all tlies** years there 'voiild have been Hu 
tliorougblir«*«i horses to sire these cavalry and trans- 
ixirt horses. The sires of these lOO.OlO head of 
British army liorses wen* lieyiaid a doubt clean 
thoroughbreds, bred primarily for racUig. It did 
not follow that railnre to win tlie classitus (b*- 
stniyed their usefulness. They still had their 
spliere. TUe race course is tlse testing ground, anil 
without it the horse produce of any country de- 
teriorates. 

“What is true of England is true of the United 
States.” «*<mtinu»*d Mr. Knapp. “We find a eliaiig«*d 
sentiment in many seeticuis that were formally i*i- 
Imical to racing, and 1 Iielieve there will be a’ still 
greater revulsion of fm-ling when the value of the 
thoroughbred horse is fnli.v understood. V’isitors to 
tlie Rix-liester Hors** Show and to other big shows 
in the east, ami to the varimis ooutily fairs tell me 
that tlie elas.s«*s for half-bred saddle horses and 
luuiiers were very large, and that many animals of 
merit wen* seen. The recent ra(*t* meeting at Sar:i- 
toga was well patronized by tlie poiple of central 
New York. It is a seetioii 'vliere gmxl liors«*s. prin- 
cipally trotters, have been reared for fifty years or 
more, and tin* farmers and horse breeders kiiow that 
a tboroiiglibrcd cross in their trotter’s pedigree will 
belli him when tlie pace is hottest ami the i-ontest 
prolonged. The trotting dam has proved an ideal 
mate for the thoroiigblired sires of our Bureau of 
Breeding. This work, which is only In its inception, 
will grow until it assumes the importance it de- 
serves. 

“In the plea which is lieing made for preparedness 
in this country there is no more important nnit 
than llip array hors.*, .v nation is just as strong as 
its cav.xlry and ariUl.*ry in time of trouble, ami wo 
slioulil ever keep Is-fer*- our mlu.ls t!>,. fa.-i that Kii 
rope has taken a great many hors.-s from ns iiii^ 
|,.sst year. Siiiie of them we could spare, bill ofher-. 
we (siiililirt. l.et us guard what w.* have left |IimI 
an* desirable, ami take measures to augment the 
supply. Till* Feileral government, it is un.lci'stood, 
will render valuable aid in this coiiuectiou.’’

Senator J. N. Camden was named to represent the 
racing commission at a meeting to be arranged be- 
tween chairman August Belmout of the New York 
Jockey Club and a representative of the Canadian 
Racing .AsstK'iations in an effort that is to be made 
to bring about a mutual agreement on the subject 
of early racing of two-year-olds. Senator Camden 
was given full power to act upon this matter. 

'The resignation of Charl<*s E. Wright was offered 
and accepted as patrol Judge. 

W. E. Phillips was apiMHiited patrol Judge to fill 
the place vacated by Mr. Wright. 

T. H. Talbot was appointed a committee to ar- 
range with the racing stewards for one of them to 
be with the starter and patrol Judge during the 
running of the races each day. 

Robert W. Bingham, attorney for T. J. Brown, 
apiteared before the commission in behalf of Mr. 
Brown. 

Maury Kemper, of Lexington. Ky., attorney for 
George W. limes, also ap|>e3rcd before the com- 
mission and presented evidence in behalf of his 
client. The secretary was instructed to send a com- 
plete rectwd of these cases to each memlter of tlie 
commission. The meeting then adjourned subject 
to calL
